The only problem is that every case they take ends up in pure disaster and 
chaos. Definitely a fun series to watch. 


#9. The Earth's Last Hope 


Name: Yamato (a.k.a. Star Blazers) 

Japanese Release Date: 1980 

U.S. Release Date: 1993 (U.S. Video Release Date) 

Summary: The planet earth is under attack from aliens who are trying to conquer the 
human race. As a result of this war, there are only so many days before all life will cease to 
exist due to radiation poisoning. Starsha, from the planet Iscandar (The twin planet of the 
attacking aliens) has sent plans to help earth rebuild the Battle Cruiser Yamato, which is 
equipped with a space fold and wave motion gun. It's mission is to travel safely to 
Starsha's planet and get a cure "To Save The Human Race". 


#8. Crime Can Be Fun 

Name: Lupin III "Castle Of Cagliostro" 

Japanese Release Date: 1978 

U.S. Release Date: 1993 

Summary: Lupin III is a story about a fun loving criminal, named Lupin, who manages to 
always pull himself out of the trouble that he gets himself in. Armed with his colorful 
entourage of criminal friends, he almost makes crime seem like a legitimate business that 
would be fun and profitable. 

"The Castle Of Cagliostro" is one of several full length movies dealing with the series and 
is considered to be a classic by a large majority of Otaku.

Name: Project A-KO 

Japanese Release Date: 1986 

U.S. Release Date: 1992 

Summary: Aliens, high school girls with super human powers, high school girls with 
mecha and power armor. Without a doubt, this isn't your typical Senior Class! 


#6. Another Civil War 

Name: Mobile Suit Gundam 

Japanese Release Date: 1981 

U.S. Release Date: 1998 

Summary: Gundam is an epic story of an ongoing civil war between the United Earth 
Federation and The Royal Zeon for the independence of Earths colonies. The story begins 
in Universal Century 0079 with the original Gundam series and expands itself forward into 
a never ending story. Gundam is possibly one of the most popular series in existence as 
well as one of the longest running. Definitely a must see for any Anime fan who enjoys 
epic sagas. 


#5. A Fight For Humanity 


Name: Macross "Do You Remember Love" 

Japanese Release Date: 1984 

U.S. Release Date: 1988 (Released as "Clash Of The Bionoids”) 

Summary: Macross DYRL was the movie version of the original Macross series. It 
contained much better animation and is possibly one of the best feature length productions 
from the 80's. It's the story of humanities struggle to keep from becoming extinct in an 
intergalactic war between Earth and the alien race known as the Zentradi. 

Unfortunately, the U.S. release is not much to be desired. The dubbing was beyond 
horrible and the film was also edited for content. In short, buy the Fan-Sub version if at all 
possible. To say the least, Macross DYRL is a must have for any Anime fan. 


#4, Live To Ride 

Name: Akira 

Japanese Release Date: 1989 

U.S. Release Date: 1993 

Summary: Akira is possibly the most widely seen Anime in the United States and is a 
prime example of "Gateway Anime". It is a story of civil unrest and political corruption 
dictated by super science in the 21st century "Neo Tokyo". A film that feeds fuel to the 
cyber punk images left behind from such great films as "Blade Runner". 


#3. Love Is Never Easy 

Name: Maison Ikkoku 

Japanese Release Date: 1986 

U.S. Release Date: 1996 

Summary: A cute and fun filled comical drama, done by Rumiko Takahashi, about a 
student named Godai who falls in love with the manager of his boarding house. The only 
problem is that the feeling is not mutual. You see his manager Kyoko is still morning the 
death of her husband and swore to herself that she would never fall in love again. Then 
there are the other tenants of the boarding house who do nothing but complicate the 
situation even more. A splendid mix of comedy and drama for those of you that like 
Anime with emotion. 


#2. Those Damn Aliens 


Name: Urisei Yatsura 

Japanese Release Date: 1981 

U.S. Release Date: 1992 

Summary: Another series from Rumiko Takahashi about love and comedy. Urisei 
Yatsura is the story of Ataru Moroboshi, a young boy with the worst of luck. One day a 
group of aliens known as the Oni come to Earth with one goal in mind, conquer humanity. 
Earth is given one chance to gain their freedom in a peaceful manner. One human is 
chosen that must play a game of tag with an Oni known as Lum. Ataru is chosen as the 
human that must catch Lum and save humanity. Fortunately for humanity Ataru's bad luck 
saves Earth, but bounds him to marriage to Lum when a misunderstanding occurs. Now 
Lum lives in his closet, making marriage plans, while Ataru struggles to save his 
relationship with his current girlfriend and tries not to be killed by his friends obsession 
with Lum. Without a doubt, one of Rumiko Takahashi's best works.

Name: Kimagure Orange Road 

Japanese Release Date: 1987 (TV Series), 1988 (OAV Series) 

U.S. Release Date: 1998 (TV Series), 1992 (OAV Series) 

Summary: This series was voted the #1 "Old School Anime" and is with out a doubt, 
deserving of that title. KOR is the comical drama of a high school student named Kasuga 
Kyosuke who has more problems than the average student. He is in love with Aykawa 
Modoka, a fellow student and the school thug. Ayukawa's best friend Hiyama Hikaru is in 
love with him and proceeds to latch herself to him day after day, referring to him as 
Darling. And to make things even more complex, Kasuga's sisters and himself are psychics 
with super human abilities. This of coarse breeds trouble in all shapes and forms when it 
comes to Kasuga's love life. A fun filled series that is well deserving of the #1 position on 
this poll. aes

A Celebration Of Mecha 
"Yesterday And Today"

If you don’t remember the strange changeable toy airplanes that never seemed to appear in 
any episodes of Transformers, then you probably weren’t around during Robotech’s 
original US television broadcasts in the 80’s, when it was setting new standards for depth 
of characters, plot, and music score for an animated TV feature. Or if you don’t have 
fond memories of the Gundam models with the yellow v-shaped headpieces that often 
broke off, then you probably weren’t around during the late 70’s when it was breaking 
ground in the giant robot genre of Japanese animation. In short, few of today’s anime fans 
recall the mechanime age and the tremendous impact it has had on present anime features. 
Macross, Gundam, Gigantor, Mazinger Z, Voltron,--the list goes on and on. 


So what exactly was it about the mecha genre that was so popular (still today), and was so 
successful commercially? Ironically, mecha fantasy presented a futuristic reality that was 
fantastical, yet seemed almost within reach -- solar power, space colonies, armored power 
suits, space ships, and even the idea of alien races wasn’t that far out. Furthermore, 
several immensely popular movies and TV series paved the way for the mecha genre; it 
was the likes of Star Trek, Star Wars, E.T., Battlestar Galactica, etc that started it all. But 
the great mechanime hits of the time period could hit an even higher level of fantasy-- 
unbound by the conventional means and limitations presented with film making, animation 
could stir the imagination with other worlds, dazzle us with explosions, and get us to 
spend so much money on their toys. Following the success of the Gundam series in Japan. 
Bandai released its line of plastic model kits targeted at fans past the simple plastic toy 
age, and millions of these Gundam models are still being sold today. 


OK, so we’ve covered how great anime was “back in the day”, but I can tell some of you 
are asking about what any of this stuff has to do with anime today! As Gundam and 
Macross have recently reached their 20th and 15th year anniversaries (respectively) 
prepare for American releases of the stuff that never made it to the US, like the Gundam 
movies, the 0079 manga, and new releases under the Macross 7 title. But you don’t have 
to look back to the titles of the 80’s to see how giant robot age has affected the anime of 
today. Take for instance, the parallels between the Gundam and the immensely popular 
Evangelion series--in both instances, the “mecha” (and I use that term loosely) are piloted 
by young children, and the main characters are young boys who often snap under intense 
pressure. One could also compare the two father figures of the series, both are the cold- 
hearted types, who seem to have no sympathy for their kids. These similarities alone were 
enough to make me watch Evangelion with a slightly different perspective, from viewing 
as a groundbreaking masterpiece, to viewing it as a work with some definite influences. 


‘But all the same, Evangelion, Giant Robo, Patlabor, and other mechanime titles of the 90’s 
have gained much under the influence of the mecha greats of the past, and hopefully the 
trend of innovative titles will keep rolling out.
